Viscount Bracken 
Dies at Age of 57 


LONDON ({(AP)—Viseount 
Bracken, who as Brendan 
Bracken was one of Winston 
Churchill's right-hand men dur- 
ing World War I, died Friday 
at the age of 57 of throat cancer. 
He had been ill since 1951. 
Bracken was Churchill's par- 
liamentary private secretary in 
1940-41 and his Minister of In- 
formation from 1941 until May 
1945. He then served briefly as 
First Lord of the Admiralty. 
Bracken was chairman of the 
Financial Times, the bible of the 
iritish business community; a 
trustee of the National Gallery 
of Art; managing director of the 
weekly Economist of London, 
and a director of the Associated 
Electrical Industries. 

Tie was influential in the Con- 
servative Party for 20 years, 
representing districts of London 
or Bournemouth in Parliament 
continually from 1929 until he 
retired in 1951 because of ill 
heaith, He was raised to the 
peerage in the following New 
Year’s Honors. 

Bracken’s title died with him. 
He was a bachelor and left no 
male heirs.

WASHINGTON (AP)— 
The United States an- 
nounced Friday the atomic 
submarine Nautilus has 
completed history's first 
trans-Polar undersea vo- 
yage across the top of the 
world. 


The dramatic announcement 
came at a White House news 
conference where President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower person- 
ally presented citations to the 
youthfal skipper of the sub- 
marine and members of its 
crew. . 

The citation hailed the voyage 
under the Arctic ice cap as 
pioneering a submerged sea 
lane between easter and wes- 
tern hemispheres. 

“This points the way,” the 
President said, “for further ex- 
ploration and possible use of 
this route by nuclear-powered 
cargo submarines as a new com- 
mercial seaway between the 
major oceans of the world.” 

The Nautilus has added to its 
list of historic achievements, 
Eisenhower said, “by crossing 
the Arctic Ocean from the Ber- 
ing Sea to the Greenland Sea, 
passing submerged beneath the 
geographic North Pole.” 

' The Nautilus was skippered 
on the voyage by 37-year-old 
Cmdr. W. R. Anderson.

next year and set up two more 
scientific bases in the Antare- 
tic, the Soviet news agency 
Tass reports.

Broken Brick Business 


Down in the historic and 
ecenic city of Nagasaki someone, 
probably a ragpicker or some 
one like that—nobody seems to 
know exactly who—is making a 
small fortune out of splinters 
of bricks. 

Who buys them? Foreign 
tourists. Why? Because in a 
way they’re historic souvenirs 
of Nagasaki. 

To be exact, they're part of 
the debris of the destruction of 
the historic Catholic church- 
building in the city’s Uragami 
sector. It was hit by the atom 
bomb and stood in ruins until 
torn down recently by the 
parish. Bomb-discolored bricks 
sell particularly well and fetch 
as much as ¥2,000 apiece. 

Controversy between the 
municipal authorities and the 
parish preceded’ the demolition 
of the churchbuilding. 
before last Christmas, the 
parish, which had been conduct- 
ing chapel service in the adja- 


cent improvised wooden struc- 
ture since August 1945, had 
cause for jubilation.

erecting a new church building 
of steel and concrete. 

At once the city office: and in- 
terested organizations began ap- 
pealing to the parish to keep the 
bomb-hit building intact, It was 
the only major structure vividly 
illustrating the horrors of atom- 
bombing. There were other 
mementos of the atom blast in 
the city, but none was to the 
churchbuilding. 

Would the parish please con- 
tent itself with repairing the 
Wilding so that, besides serv- 
ing as a place of worship, it 
could be preserved as a memory 
of the tragedy? Alternatively, 
would the parish please let the 
old building stand and erect a 
new one on a new site to be 
made available with the city 
office’s assistance? 

The parish had _ different 
ideas. It had thought of re- 
pairing the old building It had 
also thought of preserving it 
for use as the outer wall for the 
new building. Neither, how- 
ever, had been foun«a feasible, 
technically or financially, 

Moving to a new site was out 
of the question because the 
present site had an inestimable 
sentimental yalue to the parish. 
It was the memory of the 
triumph of the Catholics in 
Nagasaki who had fought the 
Tokugawa Shogunate’s persecu- 
tion for 250 years until the 
birth of modern Japan with the 


dawn ef the Meiji era (1865- 
1912). 

Besides, the Japanese were 
apt to glorify vendetta. The 
parish was very much afraid 
that preservation of the old 
churchbuilding might be a 


rankling memory to some Japa- 
nese and conceivably stir up 
hate in them someday. That 
would be against the teachings 
of God who enjoins forgiveness 


of the “errors” of others. 

The parish’s logic won and 
the -churchbuilding was torn 
down sometime in May after 
about a month’s demolition 
work. 

Sighs a non-Christian victim 
of the atom bombing: “We've 


lived on in the hope of serving 
as a testimony to the prayer of 
the Japanese for peace. With 
that churchbuilding gone, we

According to a Labor Minis- 
try survey, some 700,000 per- 
sons were killed or injured in 
industrial accidents during 
fiscal 1957. Economic losses re- 
sulting from these accidents 
were estimated at ¥150,000 
million. 

As rhost of these accidents 
occurred at plants of smaller 
enterprises, the Labor Ministry 
plans to draw up a guide on 
how to prevent accidents. dis- 
burse a part of disaster relief 
funds and cite model plants.

Nations Seminar on Kegional 


Asian Population Growth 
Poses Planning Problems 


By United Press International 


A United Nations seminar 
warned yesterday that an enor- 
mous anticipated growth of 
population In Asia poses unpre- 
cedented planning needs, 

The warning was contained 
in reports submitted yesterday 
to the closing session of a two- 
week United Nations seminar 
on regional planning. 

Delegates from 16 countries, 
the International Labor Organi- 
zation, the World Health Orga- 
nization and the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cul- 


tural Organization (UNESCO) 
participated. ve 
“The enormous anticipated 


growth of Asian population,” 
the report said, “and the vast 
gap between their resources 
and their aspirations create an 
atmosphere of immediacy to 
planning problems in_ the 
ECAFE region never before ex- 
perienced elsewhere.” 

ECAFE (the Economic Com- 
mission for Asia and the Far 
East), the U.N. Technical Ad- 
ministration, the Bureau of So- 
cial Affairs in cooperation with 
UNESCO and the Japanese Gov- 
ernment organized the seminar. 

Ernest Weissmann, assistant 
director of the Bureau of Social 
Affairs, in a final statement 
called for “a bold and imagina- 
to the demogra- 
phic, economic and social prob- 
lems created by the growing po- 
puiation. 

-—Current population move- 
ments to city areas are causing 
“physical congestion and 


growth of Asian cities was es 
timated at three times the 
average rate for the rest of the 
world’s cities. An increase of 
230 million persons is expected 
in large Asian cities in the next 
25 years, 

~ National programs for eco- 
nomic development “appear to 
intensify the already strained 
urban-tural balance.” The re 
port noted “this relatively new 
development is clearly refiect- 
ed in a multitude of social, 
economic and administrative 
problems which are beginning 
to assume the proportions and 


characteristics of a worldwide 
crisis.” 
—The current “explosive 


growth” of cities tends to break 
down existing social and econo- 
mic institutions resulting in 
such things as gang activity,

The seminar reported hope- 
fully, however, that present 
technology and science offer a 
wider range ef possibilities for

Asian Cities Urged to Pian 
For Community F acilities 


A New York expert in slum 
clearance and housing urged 
yesterday that Asia’s rapidly- 
expanding cities provide the 
land now for parks, play- 
grounds, schools and other com- ) 
munity facilities which will be | 
needed in two to four decades, | 

This specialist, James H. 
Scheuer, presented a technical 
paper at the United Nations Re- 
gional Planning Seminar which 
opened in Tokyo July 28 and 
closed yesterday at the Sankei 
Kaikan. 

Scheuer pointed out that in 
the United States planning of 
essential community facilities 
and services had frequently fail- 
ed to keep pace with explosive 
postwar growth, particularly in 
suburban areas, The result has 
been hopeless traffic congestion, 
inadequate water supply’ and 
sewage disposal, poor public 
transportation, and many other 
serious problems. Scheuer’s 
paper described these problems 
in detail and then set forth 
various solution’s which are 
being attempted. 

“It seems safe to say that in 
the next ‘or 50 years,” he 
said, “a number of major cities 
in the East will double in area. 
This jis the time to set: aside 
land for parks, playgrounds, 
and other recreational facilities, 
for schools, and for cultural pur- 
poses. It is quite true that 
Eastern governments are strugge- 
ling with the present problem 
of providing their people with 
bare shelter, four walls and a 
roof. tut with advancements 
in technology, with the develop- 
ment of atomic energy, and 
with the improvement in the 
world's food supply through ad- 
vances in food chemistry pro- 
duction, we may hope that this 
will not always be the case. As 
higher standards of living de- 
velop, the people of Asia will 
have more time and money for 
education and relaxation. This 
is the time to plan for this hope-

“What is your name,” said 
the dear old lady to the Japa- 
“nese hotel maid. “Yukiko,” was 
the smiling reply. “And what 
does it mean?” The inevitable 


Japanese terms, other worthy 
souls from the West have been 
busy applying good, sound 
English names to every Japa- 
nese with whom they have had 


lady and hurried off to write a 
letter to her friends at home, 
“Japan is so Oriental, the little 
chamber maid in our hotel is 
called Miss Snow...” 

In the West when we meet 
a young lady called Daisy we 
do not consider the name parti- 
cularly charming, its pronun- 
ciation in our ears ig no more 
romantic than Poppy, or Rose 
or Violet. These are just sounds? 
which distinguish individual 
members of the feminine sex 
for us. 

Obviously the names were 
taken from flowers in the first 
place, that is to say when it 
first became customary to give 
girls names at all, and obviously 
when choosing names for a 
daughter it was human nature 
to call her Poppy, or Rose or 
Violet rather than Ragweed, 
Cowparsley or Turnip top; but 
that is rather beside the point. 

Exactly the same thing applies 
in Japan, Yukiko or Hanako are 
no more romantic in their effect 
on Japanese ears than Daisy 
and Poppy are on their West- 
ern équivalents. They are girl's* 
names pure and simple; they 
no more call to mind snow or 
flowers for the ordinary person 
than they do for the bearers 
of the names themselves.

Hurting Indian Exporters 


SINGAPORE (UPI)—An _ In- 
dian business executive said 
Friday the .cutthroat competi- 


tion between Japan and Red 
China trying to grab markets 
for cottcn piecegoods has dealt 
Indian textile manufacturers an 
“almost knockout blow.” 

K, J. Parikh, an executive of

He said the furious competi- 
tion here was causing anxiety to 
exporters in India adding that 
there has been a “substantial 
drop” in cotton textile exports 
to Malaya in the first half of 
this year.

‘Decorative Fabrics Win 


Small Interest in U.S. 


By SHELDON WESSON 


There has been no real inter- 
est on the part of American 
buyers in Japanese interior- 
decorative fabrics; and on the 
other hand, despite a substan- 
tial production potential, no 
real attempt on the part of 
Japanese firms to merchandise 
drapery, curtain and upholstery 
cloths in the United States, 


There are two principal rea- 
sons for this fact: 


First, the big general trading 
firms are more interested in ex- 
ports of large-volume staple ap- 
parel fabrics than they are in 
the smaller-volume and wide 
pattern assortments required in 
the decorative fabrics trade. 
Furthermore, this is a business 
in which the markup and distri- 
bution patterns are unfamiliar 
to the Japanese merchant. 

Secondly, the styling of most 
decorative fabrics made for the 
domestic market for the “West- 
ern-style” trade is 40 years be- 
hind the times. Lace curtain | 
patterns haven't changed in a 


decade or two; white linen is 
still the principal  slip-cover 
fabric; draperies lean toward 


heavy brocades with fringe, 
Upholstery Fabrics 

It is only fair to note that 
textured upholstery fabrics, of- 
ten with metallic yarns, in mo- 
dern colorings, have appeared 
on the market in the past few 
years—generally patterned after 
illustrations in’ the foreign ma- 
gazines. But it is equally neces- 
sary to note that one can easily 
find in the de ‘partinent stores 
furniture of “modern” design 
upholstered with the dark blue 
plush that is used for second- 
class railroad cars and is the 
hall-mark of reactionary interior 
design in Japan. 

Then, too, this country is only 
beginning to be aware of the 
possibilities of synthetic fibers 
in either curtains or upholstery, 
except for the occasional use 
of saran we? Z or similar 
materials. 

There is no doubt that Japan 
offers an important production 
potential for the manufacture 
of highly-detailed decorative 
fabrics. One of the first moves 
after the war was made by the 
Nishijin weavers of Kyoto— 
those famous weavers who have 
nurtured Japan's high-class 
brocade and hand-made cloth 
industries for centuries. Wide

Iraq, Syria Trade Bars

Reports on trading restric- 
tions by Iraq and Syria were 
delivered to the Foreign. Office 
vesterday by Japan diplomats 
in the two nations. 

Since the Middle East crisis, 
Iraq's import restrictions have 
not intensified, but Syria has 
imposed severe restrictions, the 
reports said. 

Hideji Tamufa, consul general 
in Damascus, said Syria has im- 
posed restrictions on cotton, 
rayon and silk piecegoods, por- 
celain wares and other essential 
products. 

Imports into Syria of general 
merchandise, excluding essential 
commodities such as foodstuff, 
steel goods, agricultural mach- 
inery, medical supplies and raw 


materials, have been subjected 
to individual licensing since 
Tuesday. 


Import licenses are now issu- 
ed for the following Japanese 
goods: tires and tubes; materials 
for rubber processing, paper;

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Kishi’s Economic Policy 


Although the worldwide tendency to a slackening of 
business has so far not affected Japan seriously, there are 
continued fears in this country that it may do so eventually 


and that there is consequently 


a constant need for vigilance 


on the part of the Government to see that no opportunity 
is lost in the process of meeting the danger. 

A few days ago, Prime Minister Kishi said the current 
recession involving Japan could hardly be solved without 
relieving underdeveloped nations of their continued dollar 


shortage. He added that the 


most important step to pro 


mote Japan’s export trade, as an immediate remedy for 
depressed conditions, was to help directly to extend “buy- 
ing power” to the underdeveloped regions of the world. 


The Prime Minister drew attention to the fact that 
Japan was doing something to meet the difficulty by the ex- 
tension of trade credits and making deferred payment 


trade offers. 


Such action, of course, is limited in scope, for Japan 
does not possess unlimited capital that can be used in this 
way, and the Prime Minister himself referred to it as a 


“stopgap” measure. 


Emphasizing the ill-effects of the dol- 


lar shortage in various parts of the world, he suggested 
that it would he a good idea to hold an international 


conference to settle the dollar imbalance. 


Presumably any 


such settlement would involve more dollar loans and we 


are rather doubtful about the consequences. 


These conse- 


quences would, of course, depend largely upon the uses to 
which the dollar loans were put. 


Nevertheless, 


mere patching up cannot conceal the 


real trouble which is that so many countries are spending, 
or seeking to spend, more than the value of their produc- 


tion, 


The more that is spent on consumer goods, or any 


kind of nonproductive investment, the greater must be the 
damage inflicted on such countries’ over-all economy. The

The entire project, including 
a small museum and a school,

So far the rough outlines have 
been announced but te most 
crucial question as to whether 
the theater should be built at 
all needa further clarification.

Two things must be done for 
a fundamental solution of the 
Mideast crisis brought about by 
the dispatch of United States 
and Britain troops to Lebanon 
and Jordan. Firstly, severe 
criticism must be directed, at 
the emergency session of the 
U.N. General Assembiy today, 
against the two couritries which 
had sparked such a crisis in the 
Middle East and, secondly, the 
emergency session should see to 
it that the forces of the two 
Western countries are actually 
pulled out of Lebanon and 
Jordan, The only organ which 
can do these two things simul- 
taneously is the U.N. General 
Assembly. The smaller coun- 
tries, not the big powers, should 
‘take the lead in criticizing the 
mistaken military actions taken 
by the 0.S. and Britain and tak- 
ing actual measures to make the 
foreign forces withdraw from 
Lebanon and Jordan. For, such 
countries rust first protect the 


world organization from the 
waywardness of the big 
countries.

Buckwheat Noodle 

Soba or buckwheat noodle is 
a distinctly Japanese food 
no other people eat buckwheat 


as 


flour in such a form. Soba is 
popular because it is rich in 
nourishment and cheap. Many) 
office workers take soba for 
lunch. From the very begin- 
ning, soba has been regarded as 
good for health. An old saying 
goes, “Soba takes the rust off 
all internal organs.” 

Scientists have endorsed this 


belief, as they have found that 


flour made of Japanese soba 
plants that have white blos- 
soms is richer in vitamin P 
than that made of buckwheat 
with pink blossoms found in 
other countries. 


Soba is believed to have been 
introduced to the country 
more than 700 years ago, but 
its cultivation was suddenly in- 
creased in 1382, when continued 


dry weather caused a serious 
famine throughout the country 
and farmers were urged to 


plant soba. Large quantities of 
soba have been eaten by the peo- 


ple ever since. 

But at first they did not 
make noodles. The dough was 
made into convenient shapes, 


and after boiling them, the peo- 
ple ate them with a sauce made 


of shoyu and sweet sake. This 
is called soba-gaki and is not 
only made at home but also of- 


fered at some soba shops even 
today. 

Kiri-soba (cut soba) or nood- 
les are believed to have first ap- 
peared 400 years ago. The 
noodles are eaten cold or in hot 


soup. Fish, meats, vegetables 
and other ingredients are mix- 


ed in the soup. 

While soba-gaki is made en- 
tirely of soba flour, soba nood- 
are made of wheat flour, 
eggs or taro mixed in the soba 
flour to make it easier to form 
the noodle shape. It is said 
that about a 25 to 30 per cent 
mixture of wheat flour is ideal. 

Because the people believed 
in its medicinal power, they 
have been eating soba on many 
festive occasion, New Year's 
Eve, dolls’ festival, memorial 
services and harvest festivals. 
City dwellers love to eat soba 
between meals or late at night. 

Soba produced in the cold re- 
gion is said to be the best, and 
thus Shinano (Nagano Prefec- 
ture) is famous for this. Hok- 
kaido is now the greatest pro- 
ducing center of buekwheat.

in the corridor. 

Several causes for the erro- 
neous view are conceivable. A 
plausible theory was advanced 
by an American who sat next 
to me on the plane across the 
Atiantic. He had lived in Eng- 
land for several years and likes 
the people. “The English have 
a tremendous respect for your 
privacy,” he said. “But when 
you are prepared to be friendly, 
they reciprocate.” 

The “tremendous respect for 
privacy” seems to be manifest- 


ed by the arm rests which 
separate the plush subway 
train seats. They assure the 


traveler both privacy and com- 
fort. 

Speaking of subways, I found 
the London underground to be 
the best of ail 1 know in respect 
to efficiency, cleanliness and 
the helpfulness of the , written 
signs. (The fabulous * Moscow 
counterpart is yet to be seen 
and the Japanese subways are 
much too short as yet to be 
compared with those of other 
capitals.) 

The indications of the stations 
and lines are so thorough and 
clever that it is utterly impos- 
sible for anyone who can read 
English and whose 1.Q. is at 
least 100 to get lost. 

A busy observer often finds 
the temper of a foreign, nation 
reflected on unintended asides 
of a tour guide. Illustrative of 
this point was the guide whose 
tour I joined in London. On a 
brightly sunny June day he car- 
ried an umbrella. Commenting 
on English history near 
Buckingham Palace, he _ said, 
“Of course, we are sort of 
down right now. But to us a 
century or two is nothing.” 

After a breath-taking tour of 
the jeweled crowns and the 
ecepter with a diamond the size 
of an egg (the world’s largest 
cut diamond) at the Tower of 
London, an American woman 
tourist put an ingenuous ques- 
tion: “How did vou get them?” 

The guide’s reply: “We don't 
get them; we have a way of 
acquiring them.”
